AN AMENDMENT TO SECTION FOUR (4) OF ARTI-

CLE SIX (6) OF THE CONSTITUTION, RELATING

TO THE JUDICIARY.

Section 4, The State shall be divided by the Legislature
into judicial districts, which shall be composed of eontignons
territory, be hounded by county lines, and contain a popula-
tion as nearly equal as may be practicable. In each judicial
district one (1) or more judges, as the Legislature may pre-
scribe, shall be elected by the electors thereof; whose term of
office shall be seven (7) years; and each of said judges shall
severally have and exercise the powers of the court under
such limitations as may be prescribed by law. Every dis-
trict judge shall at the time of his election be a resident of

the distriet for which he shall be eleeted, and shall reside

therein during his continuance in office. In case any
court of common pleas heretofore established shall be abol-
.ished, the judge of such court may be constituted by the Leg-
islature one of the judges of the district conrt of the districh
wherein such court has been so established, for a period not
exceeding fhe unexpired term for which he was elected.

SecrioN 8. The Legislature may, notwithstanding any-
thing in this article, provide by law, that any woman at the
age of twenty-one (21) years and upward, may vote at any
election held for the purpose of choosing any officers of
schools, or upon any measure relating to schools, and may
also provide that any such woman shall be eligible to hold
any office perfaining solely to the management of sehools..

ApD To SEc. 2. Suitable laws shall be enacted by the
Legislature for the safe investment of the principal of all
funds which have heretofore arisen or which may hereafter
arise from the sale or other disposition of such lands, or the
income from such lands aceruing in any way before the sale
or disposition thereof, in interest- bearing bonds of the United
States, or of the State of Minnesota issued after the year one
thousand eight hundred and sixty (1860), or of such other
State as the Lepislature by may law from time to tiine diregt.

Seorion 1. The Legislature of the State shall consist of
a Senate and House of Representatives, who shall meet bi-
ennially at the seat of government ot the State, at such time
as shall be prescribed by law; but no session shall exceed the
ferm of sixty days. :

AMENDMENT TO SECTION TWENTY-FOUR (24) OF
ARTICLE FOUR (4). S

Sgc. 24. The senators shall be chosen by single districts
of convenient contiguous territory, at the same time that
members of the House of Representatives are required to be
chosen, and in the same manner; and no representative -
district shall be divided in the formation of a senate district.
The senate districts shall be numbered in a resular series.
The terms of office of senators and representatives shall be
the same as now prescribed by law, until the general election
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in the year one thousand eight hundred and’ seventy-eight
(1878), at which time thereshuall be an entire new election of
all the senators and representatives, Representatives chosen
at such election, or at any election thereafter, shall hold their
office for the term of two years, exceptit be to fill a vacancy,
and the senators chosen at such election by disiricts desig-
nated as odd numbers, shall go out of office at the expiration
ot the second year, and senators chosen hy distriets desig.
nated by even numbers, shall go out of office at the expira-
tion of the fourth year: and thereafter senators shall he
chosen for four years, except there shull be an entire new
election of all the senators at the election of representatives
nefctlsueceedmrr each new upportionment provided for in this
article

AMENDMENT TQO SECTION TWO (2) OF ARTICLE

the judges of the supreme court, and two disinterested judges
of the district ccurts of the State, who shall constitute a
board of canvassers, who shall open and canvass said returns
and dec]are the result within three (3) days after such can-
vass.
